In planning for abundant harvests 


of oats and barley, as well'as'other 
crops, one of the Important things to 
consider Is the prevention 'of loss 
from diseases. Most diseases of the 
grains are caused by -fungi; Those 
spores or other parts are carried over 
from year to year, wltn the seed 
which Is sown. Proper seed disinfec- 
tion f kilts the destructive organism 
and thus, without Injury to tee-seed, 
prevents the disease In the resulting 
crop. 
- 
' • 


Oat Smut—Oat smut, which was 


almost eradicated from Wisconsin a 
few years ago. Is again gaining*a foot 
hold In many localities and becoming 
a problem that" should be given at 
tcntlon. The Immense annual losses 
caused by this disease the country 
over Is well known. It Is further well 
known that this smut can be success 
fully prevented by the formalin seed 
treatment. Attention need only b« 
called to the fact that It la necessary 
to repeat this treatment \very tew 
years, according as the smut reap- 
pears. In order to eliminate any smut 
that may have poreIsted or gotten * 
foothold In *ome other way, EO as to 
prevent Its spreading. - If yonr oats 
amutted at all last year, then It Is 
highly advisable to treat your seed 


before sowing. The following metn- 
od U effective and convenient: 


Formalin Seed 
Treatment.—After 


the seed oats are well cleaned with 
a fanning mill, spread them out on a 
clean fioor or canvas, or In tight 
wagon boxes. While shoveling them 
over, sprinkle them, until thorough- 
ly and evenly moistened, with the fol- 
lowing solution, which may be mixed 
In a barrel and applied with a sprink- 
ling can: One pound (about one pint) 
of formalin • (40 per cent, formalde- 
hyde, procurable at drug stores), 
thoroughly mixed with 50 gallons of 
water. When seed la evenly moist, 
cover tightly with bags or canvas for 
about two hours. Then dry sufficient- 
ly for Immediate sowing or dry thor- 
oughly for longer storage. 


Application' to Bartey.—Certain dis- 


eases of barley are1 also controllable 
by the formalin teed treatment de- 
scribed above. 
Hence, for general 


sowing, barley seed should b« care- 
fully disinfected In the same manner 
as above described for oats. 


There are, however, certain other 


diseases of barley that are cot con- 
trollable" by BO simple a treatment as 
that described above. 
The special 


treatment and seed plot management. 
which 1s necessary for the control of 
these, will be given In detail In a sub- 
sequent article.

TO USE DRAIN TILES

tween the plow and the drain. The 
drain tile bears the same relation to 
th* open ditch that the light stubble 
plow bears to the nnwleldy .breaking 


and they do not occupy and thereby 
waste valuable land a rod or more la 
width. An opea ditch offers all these 
disadvantages and besides costs fre- 
quently twice as much per rod as a I 
line of tile.

IJ would simply 


mean that the farm .would be cat Into I 
four parts by the ditches Instead of 
by the wet swales. Drain tHe would 
be Just as efficient as the open 
for underdralnage. and that without 
being In the way.
